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Mr. Walsh, USIA, alee reised the possibility that the Agency would 
participate in a meeting of fifteen Administrative Assistants from the Hill 
of which Walsh as a former Administrative Assistant was a member. The 
purpose would be an off the record discussion of the micsion and function 
of the Agency. It was suggested that Waieh furnish a Hat of the individuals 
involved and we wauld consider the matter further. 


George Murphy from the staff of the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy called to inquire if the Agency could stere four or five safes for the 
Committee. The files contained classified material aad were considered 
dead files. After the matter is checked further, Murphy will be advised. 


Requested the Security Cifice to furnish available data they have 
concerning the adequacy of the physical security of certain Cangreasional 
committes offices. Considerable experience has been gained by the 
Security Office through asaistance to various offices on the Hill.
